EUROPE. 

London', March 25. — In the House 
of Lords the Marquis of Salisbury said 
the treaty of Berlin had not been com- 
plied with and the Sultan thought the 
presence of the British fleet in the Sea 
of Marmora and the Black Sea would 
tend to secure compliance. The Sultan 
was authorized to ask for assistance 
from his allies; but the British Govern- 
ment did not contemplate any such 
contingency. 

Pestii, March 25. — Tho water at 
Szegedin is again rising. If the rise 
continues there will be littlo chance 
of saving the few remaining houses. 

London, March 25, — Parliament 
adjourns on the 8th of April over the 
Easter holidays. 

A rise in silver yesterday was owing 
to Austrian purchases. 

Heavy losses prevent the Oriental 
Bank Corporation paying further divi- 
dend fof 1878. Tho losses absorb 
nearly the whole of the reserve. 

PERSIA. 
London, March 2">.^ — Tho Times 
Persia dispatch reports that there were 
earthquakes in Northern Persia dur- 
ing Saturday and Sunday. Mincah 
was much damaged and the adjacent 
villages of Tark and Mar man totally 
destroyed. Out of 1,100 inhabitants 
only a few escaped death. 

INDIA. 

Lahore, March 25. — Genl. Tytlbr 
yesterday defeated 3,000 of tho enemy 
near Peshbolck. Tho enemy lost 200 
mon. British loss trifling. The Ben- 
gal lancers made a brilliant charge. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 
New York, March 25.— Advices 
from Panama to tho 17th March say 
the situation in Bolivia is unchanged. 
Chili holds the Bolivian ports and will 
not give them up without a light. 
The latest news was that the Peruvian 
ironclads were ordered to proceed to 
Iquiqui immediately; .'1000 soldiers are 
under orders to proceed there also as 
soon as transportation can be ob- 
tained. That Chili will have both Bo- 
livia and Peru to fight appears to be 
a foregone conclusion. Pcfu has an 
old humiliation to avenge. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, March 25. — 15 persons 
were injured by the explosion of an 
engine on the New York elevated rail- 
way and travel is stopped.

Ottawa, March 14. — The Free I'ress 
gives currency to the rumor that a 
regiment of the Guards will arrive in 
Canada in the Spring; also, that Sir 
John Macdonald will retire from the 
Ministry after the close of tho present 
session and succeed Sir Edward Thorn- 
ton at Washington. No credence 
whatever is given to cither of the re- 
ports. 

Senator Howland, of P. E. I., whoso 
eyes had been poisoned before his arri- 
val in Ottawa, is suffering severely and 
is likely to lose his eyesight altogether. 

Tho death of Madame Fournier, 
wife of Mr. Justice Fournier of the 
Supreme Court, is announced. The de- 
ceased lady had been suffering for some 
time from bronchitis, to which she fi- 
nally succumbed. 

Toronto, March 11. — The Ontario 
Legislature was prorogued this after- 
noon by His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor Macdonald. There was a 
small attendance of members at the 
House, many of them having left tho 
city last night. The 10th Royal Bat- 
talion formed a body guard and the 
Toronto field battery fired a royal sa- 
luto, as is customary on such occasions. 

Montreal, March 11. Another 
boot and shoe firm, Messrs. Smardon & 
Co., are in financial difficulties, and 
will have to meet their creditors; lia- 
bilities, §100,000. 

MONTREAL, March 11. — The Mont- 
real and Quebec Rubber Companies 
have decided to advance prices twelve 
per cent., and have issued circulars to 
that effect. The leading boot and shoe 
firms in this city contemplate advanc- 
ing their goods twelve per cent, also. 
That this is necessary recent develop- 
ments in the boot and shoe trade show. 

Ottawa, March 11. — There aro now 
five bills introduced by private persons 
for the repeal or amendments to the 
Insolvent Act. To bring the matter to 
a focus, the Minister of Justice has 
given notice of a motion for the ap- 
pointment of a commission of thirteen 
members to send for papers and per- 
sons, and to enquire into the working 
of that Act. 

Mr. Osier has been sworn in as Judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas. 

Montreal, March 11.— This after- 
noon a writ of attachment was issued 
against John L. Cassidy, wholesale 
crockery merchant.

Toronto, March 11. — The confirma- 
tion of tho rumor of the sudden depar- 
ture from the city of William S.Snarr, 
senior partner of the firm doing a coal 
business under the style of John Snarr 
& Sons, created not a littlo excitement 
yesterday. The liabilities aro $60,000. 

Montreal, March 12. — Paquet, 
cashier of the Hochelega bank, has de- 
faulted to tho tune of $77,000. He 
bought phosphate bonds from one 



Golddng and stole the money from the 
bank to pay for them- Pfiquot and 
Goldring are in custody- 

Montreal, March o. — The liabilities 
of Bevcridge it HolHwell amount to 
about $30,000. 

A fire occurred at the Grand Trunk 
business offices last night, whereby two 
night clerks, named Robert Rcdgers 
and James Pagin lost their lives. 
About midnight they were at work, as 
usual, when an alarm of fire "was rais- 
ed by some parties outside. They rush- 
ed to the door to got out but were both 
smothered. The reels from the city 
exinguished the flames and the build- 
in" was saved. 

Tno Au^tr^iaa~^i8hrangers. 

We gave lately some account of the 
robbery from a bank of .£2,000 by the 
Kelly gang of bushrangers, who had 
previously murdered three police eon- 
stables. The Melbourne Age gives the 
following additional particulars:— "Tho 
outrage was committed on the 9th of 
December, when, about 12 o'clock in 
the day, a man went to the homestead 
of Mr.'YounghuBband's Faithful's Creek 
station, which is about four miles from 
Euroa. Accosting a station hand (Fitz- 
patrick), he learned that tho manager, 
Mr. Macauloy, was from home, and he 
signalled to three companions, who had 
remained at some distance;, and when 
they came up he announced himself as 
Ned Kelly and demanded refreshments 
for the four and fodder for their horses. 
After inquiring about the number of 
hands on the station, Kelly locked 
Fitzpatrick and a lad "'ho was present 
in a storeroom, and three other men 
who came in soon after for their din- 
ner were added to them. Mr. Macau- 
ley next arrived, and he also had to 
surrender. Towards evening a hawker 
drove to the outskirts of the station and 
prepared to encamp for the night, and 
lie and his boy were also secured in 
like manner and placed with the other 
prisoners. The outlaws then treated 
themselves to an entirely new outfit 
from head to foot from tho hawker's 
cart. They kept one of their number 
constantly on guard, and in the morn- 
ing tho first thing don° was to break 
down all the lines of telegraph which 
skirted both sides of the North-East- 
ern Railway, which was near to and 
in full sight of homestead. This pre- 
vented communication with Benalla, 
wbero there was a large force of police. 
Breakfast was then had, and then a 
spring cart was driven up to the 
station containing two neighbouring 
selectors and two visitors from Mel- 
bourne who had been kangarooing. 
These four men Were also bailed up, 
and placed with the other captives in 
the storercom. A cheque bearing Air. 
Macauloy's signature Was next taken 
from his desk, and between 3 and -1 
o'clock p.m. the two Kelljes and Hart 
started for Euroa, leaving Byrne to 
guard the numerous prisoners. They 
took the two carts with them the , haw- 
ker's boy driving the vehicle and Hart 
riding ft horse. It was scarcely 4 p. m. 
when they drove to the door of the 
bank, and Ned Kelly obtained en- 
trance! from the bank clerk on the pre- 
tence of wanting cash for the cheque 
he had with him. 'When inside he and 
Hart made the clerks surrender by pre- 
senting revolvers at thorn, and then 
they all went into tho room of Mr. 
Scott, the manager, and placed him 
under duress also. They next obtained 
tho keys by intimidation, and bundled 
all the* notes and specie into a sack, 
the amount being about .£2,000. They 
also took an ingot of 31oz. of smelted 
gold and a number of securities. They 
drank some whiskey with Mr. Scott, 
after he had first taken some, and then 
they made Mrs. Scott, with her child- 
ern and two maid servants, get ready 
to ride out. The horse was put into 
Mr. Scott's buggy, which his wife had 
to drive, the occupants being herself, 
her mother, and some of the children. 
The clerks, the servants, and Mr. Scott 
and his other children Were placed in 
the carts, and then the cavalcade start- 
ed for the Faithfull's Creek station, 
the hawker's cart being first with Ned 
Kelley in charge, then the buggy, fol- 
lowed by the selectors' spring cart, 
driven by Daniel Kelly, the rear being 
brought up bji Stove Hart, on horse- 
back. In passing out of the town they 
had to go close to the ono policeman 
who kept order in the town, the rail- 
way officials, and a number of men em- 
ployed in building a new station, but 
they were unheeded, and they went on 
and reached Mr. Younghusband's 
station in time to take tea. They found 
that Byrne had increased the number 
of his prisoners, he having captured a 
line repairer who had been sent to put 
the wires in order, and who on arrival 
had found them in such a state that he 
had to seek for aid, and went to tho 
homestead for that purpose. The out- 
laws did not hurry themselves, but 
waited until about 9" o'clock p. m. be- 
foi'e they took their departure. All 
the banks in the district are now guard- 
ed by detachments from the garrison 
Artillery. The reward for the capture 
of tho gang has been increased to 
£2,000.

Second Sassioa. 

Monday, March 24. 

- [CONCLUDED.] 

Hon. Mr. Walkem alluding to tho Ed- 
gar mission assortod that Mr. Edgar camo 
to the Provinco without credentials, hut 
with instructions to ascertain tho views of 
tho people in the railway question by lis- 
tening whilst they spoke. Ho scouted 
tho statement that tho former Walkem 
Government had insulted the Canadian 
Government by rejecting Mr. Edgar's 
proposal and contended that tho Imperial 
Government had upheld tho Province in 
the action taken in the mattor. He next 
proceeded to attack the policy of tho late 
Government on the railway question, 
who, ho said, had been tho cause of all the 
delay in construction, the reason being 
that they had not tho brains to deal with 
bo serious a question. The Government 
were divided; one member of it had se- 
ceded and another had openly stated in 
bo many words that ho did not agree 
with his colleagues. Tho country had ro 
cognised this and had refused to place 
confidence in them, Tho present Gov- 
' ernmont had not struggled for any parti- 
cular lino, thoy had thrown no impedi- 
ment in tho way of the Canadian Govern- 
ment, but when it was found that Canada 
did not do her duty the cry of separation 
was. raised and resulted in tho petition, 
The petition had reached Ottawa on tho 
11th October at a time when it was only 
right that the Provincial Government 
ahould delay for a few clays, considering 
tho very serious condition of affairs in 
England. Tho dispatch had been receiv- 
ed at Ottawa and there pigeon-holed for 
six months, and surely the Provincial 
Government wore in no wiso to blamo fox- 
that. A telegram had been sent to Otta- 
'vra to ascertain when tho petition had 
been forwarded to England. The blame 
for the dolay in sending tho petition onto 
England he contended was due to the de- 
puty-head of Public Works in Canada, 
who had neglected to inform the in-com- 
ing Government of its receipt and pur- 
port. Tho policy of tho Government was 
as long as tho Estimates were beforo tho 
House to proceed with thorn and to wait 
pationtly for further railway news and in 
no wise to act with unduo haste. Tho at- 
tack on the Government's policy on the 
drydock was similar to that on tho rail- 
way. AH tho late Government did was 
to hand ovor $210,000 worth of property 
to the Imperial Government for nothing. 
This wd.s done as soon as tho Government 
found thoy had too heavy a mattor on 
hand for them to deal with. The presont 
Government had, on seeing how slowly 
■work was progressing, stopped further 

Sayments on account of work done till the 
am was completed and now ho believed 
tho contractors' engineer had discharged 
all hands on account of his being unable 
to pay their wages. Tho late Government 
he contended had but little to boast of in 
their policy on tho quartz ledges, and the 
woollen mill had fallen through altogether. 

Mr. Mara said lie had often heard 
long speeches from tho tho hon. gentle- 
man who had just sat down, but had never 
listened to a two hour speech with so 
much disappointment. (Hear, hear.) 
■Hon. members he thought knew no more 
about the railway policy of the Govern- 
ment than they did beforo he commenced. 
The House had been sitting now for some 
eight weoks and tho Government had not 
yet lot tho country know what thoy in- 
tended doing and when he got up after an 
attack- — not a bitter attack, but ono in 
every sonse temperate and fair — had been 
made on his policy he would not give any 
satisfactory reply. Our representatives at 
Ottawa had expressed themselves as un- 
able to understand the railway clause in 
the Governor's speech, and it was certain- 
ly vory indefinite. Senator Cornwall said 
it was unintelligible and that tho reason- 
able expectations of British Columbia 
would bo satisfied only by actual construc- 
tion being commenced. If the country 
knew that only §200,000 would be spent, 
and that in surveys, as contemplated by 
Senator Macdonald, ho thought that 
neither mainland nor island would have 
any reason to bo satisfied; but by united 
action now and by pursuing a firm and 
temperate course ho thought we might 
secure railway construction. Tho leader 
of tho Government had accused tho lato 
Government of being unablo and afraid to 
write despatches on tho railway question. 
He would call his attention to the railway 
correspondence published in the sessional 
papors of the last few years, and ask him 
to deny if he could that the despatches 
sent by tho Elliott Ministry were strong 
and firm, well written in dignified and 
temperate language, yet representing in 
the most forcible manner possiblo the 
injuries sustained by the Provinco through 
continued delays, and pleading tho just 
claims of British Columbia in a manner 
that haB not been and cannot bo success- 
fully replied to. (Hear, hear.) Referring 
to the separation petition he would re- 
mind tho hon. gentleman that the only 
clause in that which attempted to repre- 
sent the railway question in its true light 
aa it affected tho interest and welfare of 
the Provinco had been copied literally 
from a despatch sent by the Elliott Gov- 
ernment the year before. (Hear, hear.) 
If theso -dispatches had been weak, as 
Btated, why was their language copied by 
the present Government? Because it was 
true and drawn in such forcible yet dig- 
nified terms that it could not bo improved 
upon and so was adopted by tho Attorney- 
General as his own. (Hear, hear.) Tho 
Opposition wero not desirous of throwing 
obstacles in tho way of tho Government 
in this mattor. On tho contrary, they 
were willing to render all the assistance 
in their power. United action might now 
accomplish much and party lines might 
with advantago bo lost Bight of upon a 
question in which the intorest of all par- 
ties was blended. (Hear, hear.) Tho 
Government, he considered, owed it to 
themselves and tho country to tako the 
Houia and tho public into their confi- 
dence and come down with a definite 



policy and he was sure if it were sUc h vfi 
might be embodied in a firm and templ- 
ate petition it would bo supported u na, n i- 
mously. (Hear, hear.) 

The House then adjourned till 2 p.m. 
on Tuesday.

Hon. Mr. Walkem complained of being 
only partly reported in 'Hie Colonist lUhis 
remarks on the Judicaturo Bill. 

Mr. Smithe said that tho report ot his 
sperrjr in tho Standard on the railway 
quostijn wa3 twisted and distorted ou t of 
all recognition; it was wrong from begin- 
ning to end, (Hear, hoar.) 

SUPPLY. 

Mr. Mara, on tho motion being p ut to 
go into Comniitteo of Supply, rose and 
said ho thought it was tho duty of the 
Government to toll tho Houso what they 
proposed doing in tho most important 
question of tho railway. Tho Oppositi on 
were quite willing to lend them all th e 
assistance in their power, Tho represen- 
tatives at Ottawa had united on this que a . 
tion arid ho thought tho Provinco sl l0 «ld 
do tho same. 

Mr. Ash regrcttod that the Government 
.still refrained from telling tho Houso and 
country what their policy was. The °nly 
conclusion he could arrive at was that 
thoy had no policy at all; but unless they 
did something 3oon they would lay thoi u . 
selves open to tho chargo of insincerity, 

Mr. v ernon said ho thought some o^. 
planation was duo from the Gov C rn ino Ut 
on this important question. It was a mosfc 
unusual thing for a Government to keep 
silent on so moniontous a subject, If_tli 
ministry had any policy it was only right 
that they should inform tho House wha.t 
it was. If they intended doing nothing 
then lot thom tell tho Houso so and hon, 
members would know what to do. 

The question was then put and th 
Houso went into Committee with M*$ 
Galbraith in the Chair. 

Tho following sums were then ordered 
to bo granted out of tho revonuo: Sinking 
fund, §23,305; premium exchange, gl080 ; 
discount and commission, §1,112.75; le- 
nient of debentures, §45,000; civil Gov. 
ernmont (salaries), §59,900. 

Hon. Mr, Humphreys in answer to Ml\ 
Ash said it was the intention of the Ooy. 
erimiont to hand in a report from the 
Minister of Mines. 

Mr. Ash drew attention to tho solicitor 
in tho Attorney-Gotland's department) * 
new appointee, and a green hand, boi n K 
paid the same salary as a gentleman who 
had resigned, in consequenco of his salary 
being roclucod, after having been many 
years in the oilice. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho lion, gen- 
tleman, had broken the rules in passing 
the estimatoa and had drawn an invicli° u s 
comparison between two officers. 

Mr. Ash roso to a point of order i* n d 
wished to know whothor tho leader of tho 
Government was in a fit state to address 
tho Committee. (Sensation.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho momber f 01 * 
Comox was impertinent; ho was often 
impertinent-. Ho was happy to i say that 
tho present incumbent of the oflico was a 
most able and valuable servant. 

Mr. Smithe said th» member for Coinox 
was perfoctly right in rising to speak . 011 
this question. It could not be denied 
that if a now officer was worth a certain 
sum that any gentleman who had beon in 
tho employ for many years should have a 
higher salary. 

After further discussion the matter 
dropped. 

The sum of $57,709.87 w-as then grant- 
ed towards defraying tho oxpenses of tho 
administration of justico (salaries); Leg- 
islation, §28,550; public institutions 
(maintenance), §13,104; hospitals and 
charities, §24,850. 

Mr. Mara here called attention to the 
very urgent necessity of the Government 
placing some sum on tho estimates to- 
wards establishing a hospital in tho Yale- 
Kamloops district. 

A short debate then ensued, in which 
all agreed that thero should either be I* 
hospital or medical man in that district. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem, on Mr. E. Brovvn 
calling his attention to tho sum of only 
§5,250 being placed on the estimates for 
New Westminster Hospital, said the Gov- 
ernment would consider the advisability 
of bringing down a further vote for this 
hospital in tho supplementary estimates- 
Administration of justico, §13,750; po- 
lice and gaols, §20,300. Passed. 

Education, §74,07?— Mr. McGillivary 
asked if it was intended to mako any 
provision for new schools. 

Tho item passed without reply. 

Transport, §2,850, including freight on 
remittances, §750; travelling expenses of 
officers on duty, §1,050, and keep of 
horses, §450. 

In reply to Mr. Ash tho Finance Minis- 
ter said officers on duty wore only allow- 
ed thoir actual travelling oxpenses, which 
wore represented by vouchers. This 
course had been pursued during the hist 
six months. 

The item passed. 

Bent, §81.38, passed. Collection of 
revonuo, §10,300, including §9,800 for 
commissions, court of appeal, &c., arid §500 
costs re-Chinese Tax Act, 1878: 

Mr. Smithe reminded the Govornnient 
that they wore responsible for the last 
item because thoy would not tako the ad- 
vice of the Opposition. 

Mr. Ash said tho Government had been 
informed again and again that their bill 
was unconstitutional and would be so de- 
clared in tho Supreme Court. (Hear.) 

Tho item passed. 

Works and buildings, §11,905; Govern- 
ment House, Victoria, §1,700. Passed. 

Roads, streets and bridges, §110,780. 

Mr. Ash suggested that tho committee 
rise in order that time might be given to 
consider so important and largo a vote. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem had no objection to 
the suggestion- 

The committee then rose and reported 
progress. 

LIRN MILL. 

In committee— Mr. Pimbury in tho 
chair. 

Clause 0. — Mr. Drummond explained 
that this clause provided that a lien 
should attach upon the estate and interest 
of the owner in the building, sufficient 
only, however, to cover tho amount of 
tho claim- The Toronto Globe had given 
him credit for bringing in tho now bill. Ho 
had suffered from tho lack of such a 
measure and so had other mechanics and 
sub-contractors- Antiquated ideas should 
be oxcluded from a new country and tho 
whims of the parsimonious should not be 
toleratod. The hon. member (Capt. 
Evans) who was capable of taking fresh 
water to Cariboo seemed to bo quite un- 
able to comprehend the scope of this 
measure which had been compiled from 
tho Acts of Ontario, California and Wash- 
ington Territory. It would moot the re- 
quirements of tho laborer and mechanic 
and at the same time would protect tho 
owner. Hon. members might laugh, but 
it was no laughing matter to the poor 
mechanic who lost his money through a 
rascally contractor. It could not bo ex- 
pected that gentlemen from Cariboo 
could understand all this. A Welsh- 
man might underitand hiB own language, 



hut ho did not understand the meaning 
of such words as pro tanto which ho 
would explain to the committee. (Laugh- 
tor). The select committee had reported 
in favor of tho bill and he hopod it would 
pass. 

Mr. Evans opposed tho clause and said 
the bill was introduced by the last speak- 
er as a hobby and electioneering cry. 

Hon. Mr. Hurapliroys Bpoke at somo 
length in favor of tho bill which, ho said, 
contained clauses identical with thoso in 
the Lien Acts of California, Oregon and 
Washington Territory. 

Mr. Drummond denied that ho had 
ever used tho bill for electioneering pur- 
poses and wished the denial made public. 
He had contended for tho principle of the 
bill for a number of years. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven said tho difficulty 
might in a great measure bo removed if 
Parties previous to paying contractors 
wore compelled to announce in tho news- 
papers when and where tho payments 
would bo made. He would, however, 
since tho select committoo had favored 
tho bill, like to soo it given a year's 
trial. 

Mr. Harris supported tho bill and said 
ho would bo sorry to see it defeated. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the measure 
w-as a good one and would afford honest 
contractors much needed protection. 

Mr. Evans would like to see provision! 
made for tho protection of workmen cm- 
ployed by Government contractors. As 
tho former could obtain no lion on Gov- 
ernment property, why then should they 
not be entitlod to a lion on money due 
tho contractor? 

Mr. Williams would oppo3o tho bill in 
its present form. It protected the eon- 
tractors who were the vory mon wild had 
done all tho robbing. 

Mr. McGillivray said no honest man 
need fear tho operation of. tho bill. He 
had looked into its provisions carefully 
and could not seo why thoy would not 
operate as fairly hero as elsewhere. 

Mr. Bennett asked if a person who 
erected a building and paid tho contract- 
or 75 per cent, on his contract would bo 
hold liable in the event of tho contractor 
decamping to mako that payment again f 
The introducer had failed to explain tho 
clause satisfactorily. 

After further debate the committee roso 
and reported. 

Tho House adjourned till 2 p. in', on 
Wednesday.

Bloomfiold and Constables Quain 
and Loutette proceeded to Cadboro g a jr, 
it having been roportod that young mon 
answering to tho defendants' description 
had boon seen in that neighborhood, mid 
at 2 o'clock this morning Elliott andClyJo 
wore discovered in an Indian rancherio- 
Although sound asloop at tho time tlii) 
police camo upon them, thoy had evi- 
dently made preparations for a hasty de- 
parture, for a canoo had beon placed in 
convenient position on tho adjacent beach 
and the defendants had with them a 
double-barreled shot gun, capped an d 
loaded, a supply of shot and powder and 
a quantity of clothing. A small Japan 
box was also found near to them- Tho 
box in question is alleged to be the prop- 
erty of Mr. J. G. Taylor, who missed it, 
or a similar one, from his houso a short 
time sinco when his premises wore visited 
by thieves. Tho box was doubtless takon 
on tho supposition that it contained 
money or valuables. As it happened, 
however, the box contained no ". lo 'ioy, 
although a sum in proximity to it was 
overlooked. Tho defendant Shield w»s 
not with his companions when they Wore 
arrestod, but it being ascertained that ho 
was at his parents' residonco a warrant 
was procured for his apprehension and ho 
was arrested by Constables Lindsay, 
Campbell and Lmitottu at 4 o'clock yes* 
tin-day morning. The defendants appear- 
ed before the Police Magistrate and Wero 
remanded for two days for reasons which 
are given in the report of the proceedings 
of the Court, Tho polico aro entitled to 
credit for their energy and tact in work- 
ing up the case. •'

Nativh Ovhtf.hh, — A bed of oysters has 
recently been discovered in the vicinity of 
Sooke, but its actual locality has not yot 
been made public. It is known, however, 
that the bed is adjacent to the shore and 
that its occupants can bo captured with 
comparative easo. The bivalves, which 
ti-o of unusual size and much largor than 
thoso imported from Olympia, possess a 
very agroeable flavor which is somewhat 
Salter than that of other oysters in tho 
market. Several sacks of them wero re- 
ceived a few days sinco at the Arcade 
Oyster Saloon, Government street, and 
tho opinion of connoisseurs as to thoir 
quality is so favorable that the proprietor 
of the establishment, Mr. J. Levy, has 
made arrangements to keep a supply of 
them constantly on hand. With cultiva- 
tion they will surpass jn general excel- 
lence any oysters yet discovered on tho 
coast.

Supreme Court. 

lUefore the lion. Mr. Justice Gr-iy.] 

In re William Albert Playfair— This 
case has been beforo tho Court several 
times and resulted yesterday in the quash- 
ing of tho conviction and discharge of 
the prisoner. 

Mr. A. R. Robertson appeared for tho 
Crown and Mr. Theodore Davie appeared 
for tho prisoner. 

Playfair. was convicted on the 27th of 
February by tho Polico Magistrate for 
supplying intoxicating liquor to Indiana, 
and was sentenced to imprisonment with 
hard labor for six months and to pay a 
fino of $100 or in default of payment to 
suffer an additional six months' impris- 
onment with hard labor. 

Tho prisonor gave notice of appeal 
against this conviction to the Supremo 
Court and pending such appeal applied to 
bo liboratod on bail and entered into rec- 
ogniwuiee with two sufficient sureties for 
prosecution of such appeal. Tho prison 
authorities refused to release tho prisoner 
pending the appeal, but on the contrary 
subjected him to strict prison discipline 
and required him to go out to work with tho 
chaingangin pursuance of hissentenco. The 
prisonor refused tosubmittohard labor as- 
signing as a reason that his appoal was 
ponding, and that until his sontenco was 
confirmed ho was entitled to bo troated as 
an innocent man. Tho authorities thon 
gavo tho prisoner twenty-four hours soli- 
tory confinement without food and at the 
expiration of that period threatened to 
turn tho hose on him and so compelled 
him to go to work. Playfair's counsel 
finding that romonstrance3 with the Polico 
authorities wero in vain, on tho 12th of 
March caused tho prisonor to bo brought 
boforo tho Supremo Court on a writ, of 
habeas corpus; tho Court directed notice 
to be communicated to the Superintend- 
ent of Indian Affairs, and counsel for the 
Superintendent, Mr. Drake, admitting 
that the prisoner was entitled to bo at 
liberty and the Superintendent of Police 
showing no cause for tho prisoner's de- 
tention ponding the appeal, the Court or- 
dored the prisoner to bo forthwith sot at 
liberty. On tho following day Playfair's 
hail surrendered him (with his consent) 
to prison and d writ of habeas corpus was 
again obtained on the 19th of March for 
the purpose of testing tho validity of the 
conviction. Tho prisoner was brought 
heforo tho Court on tho 20th of March 
and was romanded until Saturday, tho 
22d, at tho instancq of the Attornoy- 
Generali 

On tho 22d March the objections to tho 
conviction woro fully argued by Mr. 
Robertson for the Crown and Mr. Davie 
for tho prisoner. 

Tho Court yesterday gave judgment 
quashing the conviction upon two of the 
grounds takon on behalf of the prisonor, 
viz: 

1, That six months' imprisonment in 
cose of non-payment of tho fine is not 
Warranted by the Statute 

2. That the conviction is incomplete in 
not dealing with tho costs of tho prosecu- 
tion. - 

Judge Gray previous to giving judg- 
ment oxprossod his surprise at a state- 
ment ho had obsorvod in tho public press 
as roported from tho Houso of Assembly 
to the effect that Judges novor gave writ- 
ton judgments and that the lawyers are 
consequently ignorant of what tho law is. 
His lordship said that every judgment 
rendered by him in the Provinco has been 
and is in writing and opon for tho perusal 
of anyono. 

Mr. Drake, who was presont, said that 
tho Law Socioty had caused several com- 
munications to bo sent to the Attorney- 
Gonoral requesting tho Government to 
provide somo moans of publishing tho 
decisions of tho Judges and that the Gov- 
ernment alone was responsible for tho de- 
cisions of tho Court not being published 
as they were invariably rondorod in 
writing.

Ho con- 
sidered, however, that it was only fair 
they should be afforded an opportunity to 
think over the matter beforo giving their 
decision and he trusted their parents, if 
they wero in the city, would como for- 
ward and advise them what course to pur- 
sue. If they wished to speak to any of 
their friends — not hoodlum friends — they 
should do so, and His Honor was willing 
to accept bail for defendants' appearance. 
Ho would remand them for enc day to 
give them a chance to consult their par- 
ents or friends. 

Tho Superintendent of Police asked 
that they be remanded for two days. 

His Honor consented and the Court 
then adjourned.
